Sir, 


I  have  the  honour  to  submit,  for  the  information  of  Government,  the 
Superintendent’s  report  on  the  working  of  the  Ranchi  Indian  Mental  Hospital 
during  the  year  1928,  together  with  the  returns  in  the  prescribed  form.  The 
report  is  very  exhaustive  and  few  remarks  of  mine  are  necessary. 

The  Managing  Committee  has  functioned  throughout  the  year  and  has 
proved  a  considerable  asset  in  the  administration  of  the  hospital.  I  consider 
that  Major  Dhunjibhoy  deserves  great  credit  for  his  efficient  administration 
and  the  way  in  which  he  has  dealt  with  the  difficult  problem  of 
overcrowding. 

As  a  result  of  Government  action  in  this  case,  the  urgency  of  the  question 
of  overcrowding  has  very  greatly  diminished. 

It  is  a  matter  of  satisfaction  that  Dr.  Jyotirmay  Ray,  the  Assistant  ; 
Superintendent,  was  chosen  by  the  Government  of  the  Central  Provinces  to  he 
alienist  at  their  Mental  Hospital.  Major  Dhunjibhoy  has  been  ably  seconded 
by  his  staff  and  I  would  especially  note  the  good  work  done  by  the  head  clerk., 
R.  R,  Biswas,  since  the  opening  of  the  hospital.

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Report  on  the  working  of  the  Ranchi  Indian  Mental  Hospital 

for  the  year  1928. 


1.  Administration. — During  the  year  under  report,  I  held  charge  of  the 
hospital  throughout  the  period  except  from  the  1st  to  8th  January  1928,  when 
I  was  on  leave  and  the  First  Assistant  Superintendent,  Dr.  J.  Day,  officiated 
for  me  and  from  the  14th  December  1928  (afternoon)  up  to  the  end  of  the 
year  when  I  proceeded  on  deputation  to  visit  the  Teravda  Mental  Hospital, 
Poona  and  Dr.  P.  C.  Das,  officiated. 

2.  Provinces  served. — The  hospital  continues  to  receive  patients  from  the 
Provinces  of  Bengal  and  Bihar  and  Orissa. 

3.  Accommodation. — The  total  accommodation  including  the  infirmaries 
of  both  sections  (Male  and  Female)  is  : —

The  accommodation  is  apportioned  in  the  proportion  of  three-fourths  and 
a  quarter  to  Bengal  and  Bihar  and  Orissa,  respectively. 

4.  Patients. — The  number  of  patients  remaining  under  treatment  on  the 
1st  of  January  was  1,394  (1,160  males  and  234  females). 

5.  The  maximum  number  resident  in  the  hospital  on  any  one  night 
was  1,395  (1,161  males  and  234  females)  against  1,438  (1,196  males  and  242 
females)  in  the  previous  year. 

6.  Total  admissions The  admissions  were  111  (S6  males  and  25  females) 
against  282  (^28  males  and  54  females)  in  the  previous  year. 

The  decrease  is  due  to  the  restriction  imposed  by  want  of  accommodation. 

7.  Readmissions.— The  total  readmissions  were  5  males  as  compared 
with  12  (il  males  and  1  female)  in  the  previous  year.  Three  convicts  Vere 
retransferred  from  jails  as  insane,  but  were  found  sane  on  arrival  at  the 
hospital.  One  patient  was  previously  discharged  from  this  hospital  as  a  non¬ 
criminal  patient,  was  admitted  as  a  criminal  patient.  This  was  a  real 
case  of  relapse. 


8.  Total  population. — 1,505  patients  (1,246  males  and  259  females)  were 
treated  as  compared  with  1,671  (1,398  males  and  273  females)  in  the  previous

14.  Fifteen  male  class  III  (convict)  criminal  sane  patients  were 
retransferred  to  jails,  and  6  patients  (5  males  and  1  female)  who  were  found  to 
be  suffering  from  leprosy,  were  transferred  to  the  Albert  Victor  Leper 
Hospital,  Gobra,  Calcutta. 

15.  Cases  under  observation. — There  were  15  cases  (11  males  and  4  females) 
under  brief  periods  of  observation  in  this  hospital  as  compared  with  16  cases 
(15  males  and  1  female)  in  the  previous  year.  Of  the  15  cases,  7  cases  (4 
males  and  3  iemales)  were  certified  and  ultimately  admitted  to  the  hospital. 
Of  the  remaining  8  cases  (7  males  and  1  female),  one  male  criminal  patient. 
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sent  here  for  observation  by  orders  of  the  High  Court,  Patna,  was  returned  to 
the  Banchi  Tail,  6  male  cases  were  certified  harmless  insanes  and  were 
released  by  the  committing  Magistrate  to  the  care  of  relatives. 

One  female  was  discharged  as  uncertifiable. 

16.  Criminal  insane s. — The  daily  average  strength  of  criminal  patients 
was  568*58  (528  05  males  and  40'53  females)  against  605'82  (561T6  males  and 
44*66  females)  in  the  previous  year. 

It  is  a  matter  of  regret  to  have  to  record  that  some  patients  charged  with 
petty  offences,  mainly  attributable  to  their  insane  minds,  continued  to  be  sent 
throughout  the  year  under  report  by  the  committing  Magistrates  as  “  Crimi¬ 
nal  patients  ”  although  they  could  have  been  dealt  with  under  the  provisions 
of  sections  13  to  17  of  the  Indian  Lunacy  Act,  1912,  as  non-criminal  patients 
and  sent  to  this  hospital  as  such  for  treatment.  Several  such  patients  were 
subsequently  transferred  to  non-criminal  class  on  my  drawing  tne  attention 
of  the  Magistrates  concerned  to  the  matter  through  the  Board  of  Visitors. 

17.  Statement  no.  Ill  gives  the  religion,  sex  and  residence  of  the  patients 
admitted  during  the  year. 

18.  Statement  no.  IV  gives  the  previous  occupation  of  the  patients 
admitted  during  the  year. 

19.  Statement  no.  V  gives  the  ages  of  patients  admitted  during  the  year. 
It  may  be  noticed  that  out  of  111  patients  admitted,  86  were  between  the  ages 

of  20  to  40. 

20.  Statement  no.  VI  deals  with  the  types  of  insanity  treated  under 
report.  Mania,  melancholia,  dementia  praecox  and  toxic  insanity  ( ganja ) 
were  the  principal  types  treated.  During  the  year  under  review  11  suspected 
cases  of  post  encephalitis  lethargiea  or  chronic  encephalitis,  which  were 
suspected  in  1927  were  definitely  so  diagnosed  on  receipt  of  necessary  histories 
from  the  patients’  friends.  A  fresh  case  of  this  fell  disease  was  diagnosed 
during  the  year  under  report.  Chronic  encephalitis  lethargiea  is  now-a-days 
responsible  for  filling  up  mental  hospitals  of  Europe  and  a  few  sporadic  cases 
of  this  disease  have  now  definitely  been  found  in  the  Banchi  Indian  Mental 
Hospital. 

21.  Paying  patients. — 67  paying  patients  (54  males  and  13  females)  were 
treated  compared  with  63  (53  males  and  10  females)  in  the  preceding  year. 
Paying  patient  wards  have  not  yet  been  built  and  the  patients  in  the  Male 
Section  are  accommodated  in  a  separate  ward  in  one  of  the  Quiet  Patients’ 
Blocks,  In  the  Female  Section  1st  class  paying  patients  are  given  separate 
rooms  so  far  as  is  practicable  and  other  classes  of  patients  are  kept  in  separate 
wards  in  the  infirmary.  Owing  to  overcrowding  several  applications  for  the 
admission  of  paying  patients  had  to  be  refused. 

22.  Suicide. — There  was  no  case  of  suicide  during  the  year  under  report  or 
in  the  previous  year,  although  several  serious  attempts  were  made  by  potential 
suicides  of  both  sexes.  This  speaks  well  for  the  rigid  vigilance  of  the  attendant 
staff  in  charge  ol  suicidal  wards  who  deserve  great  credit  lor  this  happy 
result. 

Accidents  and  injuries. — A  few  minor  accidents  and  injuries  took  place 
but  none  were  serious.  The  staff  of  all  grades  from  the  Superintendent  down¬ 
wards  were  assaulted  at  times  by  newly-admitted  violent  or  quarrelsome 
paranoiac  patients.  Jn  one  case  the  assault  amounted  to  grievous  hurt.  A 
hitherto  quiet  patient  suddenly  struck  an  attendant  on  the  head  with  a  spade 
while  working  in  the  vegetable  garden  of  the  hospital.  In  another  case  a 
patient  who  had  several  previous  convictions  to  his  credit  kept  at  bay  40  atten¬ 
dants  by  means  of  a  clao  (scythe)  which  he  snatched  away  from  a  sane 
patient  working  in  the  garden,  and  he  further  declared  that  he  wished  to  kill 
two  attendants  against  whom  he  had  some  grudge  aud  that  he  would  kill  any 
one  who  attempted  to  take  away  the  dao  from  him.  This  matter  was  reported 
to  me  and  I  persuaded  the  patient  to  hand  over  the  dao  to  me  and  a  very 
unpleasant  situation  was  relieved. 
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It  is  notable  that  assaults  are  more  common  with  newly-admitted  cases,. 
In  my  opinion  this  is  due  to  the  fact  that  insane  patients  whether  violent, 
aggressive  or  otherwise  are  often  roughly  handled  by  tactles«,  unsympathetic 
relatives  and  friends  before  admittance.  The  result  is  that  they  temporarily 
develop  a  wild  temper  due  to  continuous  bad  treatment  and  assault  anyone 
with  whom  they  come  into  contact.  Such  patients  become  docile,  amiable 
and  admirably  adapt  themselves  with  the  disciplinary  routine  of  the  institution 
in  a  very  short  time  under  treatment  which  consists  in  of  a  mixture  of  tact, 
hindness,  sympathy  and  liberty  of  speech  and  action.  I  take  this  opportunity 
of  recording  my  grateful  acknowledgment  of  the  services  of  those  attendant 
staff  who  suffered  bodily  ailments  due  to  unprovoked  assaults  by  patients 
during  the  year  under  report. 

23.  Post-mortem.' — During  the  year  under  report  15  post-morrems  were 
performed  and  interesting  specimens  have  been  preserved  for  demonstration 
purposes. 

24.  Escapes. — There  were  two  cases  of  escapes  against  one  in  the  previous 
year.  One  male  patient  escaped  while  working  in  the  vegetable  garden  and 
is  still  at  large  and  the  other  case  a  paying  patient  who  had  recovered  his 
sanity  and  was  waiting  for  formal  discharge  absconded  while  shopping  at 
Ranchi,  went  to  Calcutta  to  his  home  and  returned  to  the  hospital  again  to  be 
discharged  formally. 

25.  The  sanitation  and  conservancy  of  the  whole  area  of  the  hospital 
were  quite  satisfactory.  There  was  no  epidemic  either  in  hospital  or  in  the 
staff  lines.  A  case  of  chicken-pox  occurred  in  the  staff  lines  in  one  of  the 
female  attendants.  She  was  immediately  removed  to  the  Ranchi  Sadr 
Hospital  and  all  contacts  were  segregated.  During  the  year  under  report 
cholera  broke  out  in  a  mild  epidemic  form  at  Ranchi  and  the  affected  areas 
of  the  town  were  placed  out-of-bounds  for  the  staff  and  patients  for  about 
a  month. 

The  Thresh  Disinfector  Machine  was  in  great  demand  throughout  the 
year  for  disinfection  of  patients’  clothing  and  bedding. 

26.  Patients'  Clothing  and  Bedding . — Much  attention  is  paid  in  this 
direction  and  the  best  durable  materials  consistent  with  the  price,  are 
purchased,  as  befits  a  modem  mental  hospital.  Government  sanctioned  a  flat 
rate  of  Rs.  30  per  head  for  bedding  and  clothing. 

27.  Treatment  of  mental  conditions.- — As  stated  in  the  previous  Annual 
Reports,  the  treatment  received  by  patients  in  this  hospital  is  up  to  the  level 
of  the  latest  modern  methods  employed  in  modern  mental  hospitals. 

(1)  Hydrothei apy  (prolonged  bathing),  which  is  the  most  important 
treatment  of  certain  types  of  mental  diseases,  could  not  be  carried  on  as 
extensively  as  is  necessary  for  a  large  hospital  like  this  for  want  of  a  Hydro¬ 
therapy  ward.  However,  23  males  and  16  females  were  given  this  treatment 
as  shown  in  the  following  table.  —

(2)  Drugs ,  etc. — 

(a)  Malaria^  therapy. — This  was  tried  during  the  year  under  report  on 
$i x  early  cases  of  different  types  of  dementia  praecox  and  manic  depressive 
psychosis,  but  the  results  were  not  very  encouraging.  In  two  cases  as  much 
as  ten  paroxysms  were  allowed  and  a  slight  temporary  improvement  took  place 
in  the  mental  condition,  but  within  a  short  period  the  symptoms  returned. 

(b)  Hyoscine  Eydrobromide. — Injections  of  byoscine  hydrobromide  were 
extensively  given  in  cases  suffering  from  Parkinsonian  and  tremors  type  of 
post  encephalitis  lethargica.  Hyoscine  worked  wonders  in  these  cases  and 
the  speedy  improvement  took  place  in  this  most  distressing  condition.  A  full 
report  of  these  cases  is  being  contributed  in  the  Indian  Medical  Gazette. 

(c)  Epilepsy. —  Professor  L.  J.  J,  Muskens,  a  Neurologist  of  International 
fame,  in  his  recently-published  (1928)  excellent  book  on  “Epilepsy”  has  laid 
special  stress  on  the  curative  value  of  mercury  iodide  pills  in  inveterate 
cases  of  epilepsy  where  other  treatment  had  failed.  During  the  year  under 
report  five  inveterate  epileptics  were  selected  for  this  treatment  out  of  a  popu¬ 
lation  of  68  epileptics  from  the  hospital.  The  experiment  was  only  commenced 
in  November  last  and  it  is  too  early  to  pronounce  any  opinion  as  to  the 
suitability  or  otherwise  of  the  treatment.  However,  a  full  report  of  the 
experiment  will  be  published  later. 

(d)  Dermatographia. — At  a  trial  in  a  murder  case  of  great  medico-legal 
importance  at  Los  Angeles,  California,  an  attempt  was  made  to  set  up 
a  defence  of  insanity  (dementia  praecox)  by  the  accused.  During  the  trial 
the  diagnosis  of  dementia  praecox  was  particularly  based  on  dermatogra¬ 
phia.  This  means  that  in  a  true  case  of  dementia  praecox  a  scratch  mark 
made  on  the  patient's  skin  by  a  thumb  nail  will  get  very  red  and  will  stay 
red  for  some  hours.  This  sign  was  tried  on  50  .cases  of  dementia  praecox 
with  clear  skins  and  it  was  found  that  the  scratch  mark  grew  red  and  remained 
so  for  four  to  five  hours  in  some  cases,  and  more  than  24  in  ctlur.  Asa 
control  cases  suffering  from  other  mental  diseases  were  tested  but  the  scratch 
marks  faded  away  quickly.  The  experiment  seems  to  prove  that  dermatogra¬ 
phia  is  a  reliable  sign  in  the  diagnosis  of  dementia  praecox. 

(e)  Suggestion  under  Hypnosis.— A  case  of  psycho-neurosis  was  given 
a  course  of  suggestion  under  hypnosis  and  a  very  great  improvement  took 
place  jn  the  mental  condition.  The  patient,  a  very  intelligent  lady  and  a 
graduate  of  the  Calcutta  University,  helped  considerably  in  the  treatment 
and  within  two  months  she  made  so  much  improvement  that  the  hospital 
environment  was  considered  unsuitable  and  she  was  kept  in  Ranchi  as  my 
private  case  by  her  husband.  A  further  course  of  suggestion  under  hypnosis 
was  given  for  a  month  at  a  rate  of  four  sittings  per  week  and  the  patient 
recovered  completely. 

Two  mild  cases  of  insomnia  were  similarly  treated  by  suggestion  under 
hypnosis  with  gratifying  results. 

(f)  Glandular  therapy. — This  therapy  was  tried  on  a  larger  scale  than 
during  previous  years.  The  results  although  producing  slight  improvement  in 
few  cases,  were  disappointing.  Thyroid  gland  was  found  to  be  very  useful 
as  “Activating  agent”  in  acute  melancholia  and  stuporous  cases. 

(g)  Wasserman  test. — 205  blood  specimens  were  sent  to  the  Patholo¬ 
gical  Department  of  the  Prince  of  Wales  Medical  College,  Patna,  for  Wasser¬ 
man  Test  and  suitable  treatment  was  adopted  on  receipt  of  the  “  Positive  ” 
reports. 

(h)  Drugs. — Drugs  like  meuinol,  sulphonol,  veronol,  trionol,  dial  and 
sodium  luminol  and  bromides  were  tried  in  obstinate  cases  of  insomnia.  Out 
of  these,  medinol,  sodium  luminofand  bromide  were  found  very  satisfactory. 

(3)  Occupational  Therapy. — Occupational  therapy  was  carried  out  vigorous¬ 
ly  in  all  its  branches  during  the  year  under  report.  Much  improvement 
and  success  have  been  achieved  in  this  direction.  Number  of  patients  under¬ 
going  this  therapy  in  one  or  the  other  of  its  branches  is  gradually  increasing 
as  all  patients,  except  old,  infirm  and  acute  cases,  are  employed.  The  industrial 
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departments  of  this  hospital  (including  the  garden)  turned  out  goods  to  the- 
value  of  Rs.  26,689-4-0  during  the  year  under  report  and  these  were 
partly  sold  to  the  public  and  largely  utilized  for  the  use  of  the  hospital, 
This  institution  is  not  fortunate  enough  to  possess  the  services  of  occupational 
therapists  for  both  the  sections  of  the  hospital,  yet  the  patients  quietly  carry 
on  very  useful  work.  In  this  connection  I  reproduce  the  following  letter  sent  ta 
me  by  the  Representative  of  the  League  of  Nations  who  visited  the  hospital  in 
company  with  the  foreign  health  officials  in  January  1928  : —

On  behalf  of  the  Medical  Director -of  the  League  rf  Nations  and  of  the  foreign  Health 
Officials  now  visiting  the  Sanitary  Institutions  of  India  under  the  auspices  of  the  League, 
I  wish  to  thank  you  for  the  informal  address  which  you  gave  us  on  the  occasion  of  our  visit 
to  the  Institution  in  your  charge  and  by  which  we  were  able  to  obtain  a  clear  idea  of  vour 
activities.  We  were  most  interested  to  see  the  work  which  you  are  carry  on  at  this  hospital 
and  especially  that  of  your  occupational  treatment.  We  were  also  struck  by  the  efforts  which 
you  are  making  to  utilize  the  labour  of  your  patients  towards  the  supplying  of  the  needs  of 
the  Institution.  Public  Health  Officers  regard  such  work  as  distinctly  beneficial  to  the 
community  as  it  enables  public  funds  to  be  utilized  for  purposes  of  preveutiou  as  well  as  for 
curative  measures. 

I  am  sorry  that  our  visit  was  so  hurried  and  I  wish  to  convey  our  appreciation  and 
congratulations  to  you.

All  the  staff  who  helped  in  bringing  the  occupational  departments  of  the* 
hospital  to  such  success  deserve  the  compliments  paid  bv  these  critical  judges 
of  the  League  of  Nations. 

(4)  Recreation . — Both  indoor  and  outdoor  games  are  encouraged  and  the 
patients  have  continued  to  enjoy  them  immensely.  Daring  the  year  under¬ 
report  the  hospital  Hockey  team,  combined  with  staff  and  patients,  was  able 
to  compete  in  the  Chota  Nagpur  Maharaja  Hockey  Cup  Tournament. 

The  following  games  are  extensively  played  by  the  patients : — 

Outdoor  games.— Hockey,  football,  tennis,  badminton  and  croquet. 
Indoor  games. — Cards,  chess,  satranj,  carron,  ludo,  ping  pong,  etc.

It  is  very  gratifying  to  note  that  the  female  patients,  who  had  never 
played  such  games  as  tennis  and  badminton  have  taken  to  them  very  seriously 
and  shortly  we  shall  be  able  to  promote  matches  between  the  two  sections. 

Athletic  sports  for  the  patients  and  staff  were  held  during  the  Xmas  week. 
The  sports  were  a  great  success  and  Dr.  P.  C.  Das,  the  1st  Assistant  Superin¬ 
tendent  and  others,  who  worked  very  hard  in  organizing  deserve  great  credit. 

(5)  Musical  and  other  entertainments. — In  addition  to  the  daily  entertain¬ 
ment  of  patients  by  the  music  master  (four  times  a  week  in  the  Male  Section 
and  twice  a  week  in  the  Female  Section)  the  following  entertainments  were

Many  friends  of  the  hospital  attended  these  entertainments  with  their 
families  and  our  invitations  were  always  appreciated. 

During  one  musical  soiree  in  which  patients  also  acted,  the  occasion  was 
"raced  by  the  presence  of  the  Hon’ble  Ministers  of  Education  and  Local  Self- 
Government  Departments.  These  kind-hearted  ladies  and  gentlemen  should 
know  that  in  attending  these  social  functions  they  give  very  great  pleasure  to 
the  patients  who  look  for  outside  sympathy  and  invariably  enjoy  their  presence. 
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I  reproduce  the  following  letter 

‘  Just  a  line  to  congratulate  ou  on  the  success  of  last  night/s  entertainment,  and  as 
a  token  of  my  appreciation  I  enclose  a  small  cheque  (Rs.  250)  for  your  kind 
acceptance.

I  would  also  like  to  record  my  grateful  acknowledgment  of  my  patients 
to  all  ladies  and  gentlemen  for  the  admirable  help  rendered  by  them  in 
various  ways  to  make  these  entertainments  a  success. 

(6)  Cinema.-— The  hospital  cinema  has  not  yet  been  installed  for  want  of 
proper  recreation  building.  A  proposal  has  been  submitted  to  Government 
for  the  erection  of  a  temporary  shed  for  the  purpose  and  to  sanction  the 
purchase  of  a  cinema  machine  as  it  is  most  urgently  required  from  the 
therapeutic  point  of  view.  Two  excellent  Indian  films  were  exhibited  to  the 
patients  by  the  Ranchi  Cinema  House. 

A  few  more  musical  instruments  and  gramophone  records  were 
purchased. 

Organization  of  a  concert  'party  for  the  hospital. — A  move  has  been 
made  to  train  a  party  of  attendants  who  have  volunteered  to  learn  to  play 
different  musical  instruments.  Sub -Assistant  Surgeon  D.  R.  Chaudhuri,  who 
is  a  musician  and  who  plays  many  musical  instruments,  is  teaching  this  party 
and  within  two  months  very  satisfactory  progress  has  been  made.  They  now 
entertain  the  patients  twice  a  week  with  “  Indian  music  ”.  It  seems  at  least 
possible  that  we  have  a  nucleus  from  which  will  evolve  “  the  Ranchi  Indian 
Mental  Hospital  Band 

(7)  Feasts.-—  As  usual  feasts  were  given  to  all  patients  during  the  Puja 
and  Holi  festivals  and  special  feasts  given  to  Hindu,  Muhammadan  and 
Christian  patients  during  their  respective  festivals.  Religious  feelings  and 
sentiments  are  respected  so  far  as  is  possible,  and  special  diets  are  arranged 
for  their  special  feasts. 

(8)  Parole.  Dependable  and  non-dependable  patients  continued  to  go 
out  daily  for  morning  and  evening  walks,  the  former  without  and  the  latter 
with  attendants.  The  hospital  motor  bus  was  used  throughout  the  year  for 
drives,  shopping,  and  picnics  for  patients  of  both  sections. 

(9)  Library.— {i)  Patients’ Library.— New  English,  Bengali,  Hindi,  Oriya, 
and.  Urdu  books  were  added  to  the  library  during  the  year.  The  literate 
patients  take  a  keen  interest  in  the  library  which  now  contains  fairly  large 
number  of  books. 

(ii)  Medical  Library.  Many  new  books  and  medical  journals  were  added 
to  this  library.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  medical  staff  as  in  the  past 
have  continued  taking  full  advantage  of  this  library,  and  have  thus  kept 

themselves  abreast  with  the  latest  advances  in  general  and  psychological 
medicine.

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28.  Diet. — The  diet  scales  of  the  hospital  were  thoroughly  discussed  by 
the  Managing  Committee  of  the  hospital  on  the  initiative  of  Rai  Bahadur 
Dr.  Chuni  Lai  Bose  and  on  analysis  they  were  found  to  contain  the 
requisite  quantities  of  protein,  fat  and  carbohydrate.  The  scales  were  compared 
with  those  of  other  mental  hospitals  of  India  and  were  found  to  be  superior  to 
those  of  other  mental  hospitals.  The  weight  charts  of  the  patients  showed 
a  general  rise  throughout  the  year  under  report. 

29.  Garden  Scheme. — -The  vegetable  garden  of  the  hospital,  which  is 
now  one  of  the  largest  gardens  of  its  kind,  has  achieved  further  success 
during  the  year  under  report.  The  full  requirement  of  the  hospital  of 
vegetables  amounting  to  nine  to  ten  maunds  daily  was  supplied  by  this  garden 
throughout  the  year.  In  addition,  papayas,  bananas, guavas,  mangoes,  etc., 
were  supplied  to  the  hospital  from  the  hospital  orchard.  Surpjlus  vegetables 
were  sold  to  the  public  at  the  prevailing  market  rates.

The  average  daily  number  of  patients  employed  in  the  vegetable  garden 
was  142. 

Rai  Sahib  Jagannath  De,  late  Garden  Manager,  to  whom  the  credit 
for  the  success  of  this  garden  is  due,  was  reverted  to  the  Agricultural  Depart¬ 
ment  in  November  19^8  as  the  department  could  not  spare  his  services  any 
longer.  He  has  been  replaced  by  another  junior  officer  from  the  Agricultural 
Department,  who  had  previous  training  for  over  a  year  in  growing  vegetables 
under  the  Rai  Sahib.  He  is  also  enthusiastic  and  it  is  hoped  that  be  will 
maintain  the  reputation  of  the  garden. 

The  transfer  of  Rai  Sahib  Jagannath  De  is  a  great  loss.  The  present 
prosperity  of  the  hospital  vegetable  garden  is  entirely  the  fruit  of  his  labour, 
experience,  ability,  organization  and  enthusiasm  and  great  industry.

An  experiment  was  carried  on  with  the  storage  of  500  maunds  of  rice 
in  one  of  the  bins  of  the  grain  gola  to  ascertain  its  effect  on  the  grains 
About  12  maunds  of  rice  were  found  after  the  period  of  experiment  to 
be  damaged  by  weevils.  Every  attempt  is  being  made  to  find  out  ways 
and  means  to  prevent  the  rice  from  being  damaged  by  weevils. 

The  work  for  construction  of  additional  staff  quarters  for  some  of  the 
existing  staff,  who  have  not  yet  been  provided  tvith  quarters,  is  in  progress 
and  the  quarters  are  expected  to  be  ready  early  in  19.29-30 

31.  Finance . — The  total  expenditure,  exclusive  of  the  amount  received 
from  the  paying  patients  and  miscellaneous  receipts,  was  Es.  6,34,085-1-6. 
Tbe  annual  average  cost  per  head  inclusive  of  Public  Works  Department 
charges  was  E,s.  475-14-3  and  exclusive  of  Public  Works  Department  charges  was 
Es.  857*3-2  during  the  year  under  report  as  compared  with  Es.  412-12-11 
and  Es.  375-5-3  respectively,  in  the  previous  year.

Nursing . — Two  more  additional  female  nurses  were  also  sanctioned 
during  the  year  under  report  for  the  Female  Section.  There  is  still  a  lack  of 
nursing  in  the  Male  Section,  which  1  consider  to  be  necessary. 

Attendants. — An  improvement  in  the  standard  of  work  of  the  attend¬ 
ant  staff  was  noticed  during  the  year  under  report,  but  there  is  still  much 
left  to  be  desired  in  their  work. 

Classes  in  mental  nursing,  first-aid  and  hygiene  were  held  by  the  Second 
Assistant  Superintendent  for  the  training  of  attendant  staff  in  the  Male 
Section  and  by  the  Matron,  in  the  Female  Section. 

Changes  in  Staff. — There  have  been  certain  important  changes  in  the 
personnel  of  the  permanent  staff  of  the  hospital,  (1)  Dr.  J.  Bay,  m.b., 
d.p.m.,  1st  Assistant  Superintendent,  having  been  appointed  as  alienist  of  the 
Nagpur  Mental  Hospital,  left  in  September.  He  has  been  replaced  by* 
another  experienced  Assistant  Surgeon  Dr.  Prakash  Chandra  Das,  m.b., 
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(2)  The  permanent,  Matron  went  on  long  leave  on  medical  grounds  and 
Miss  L.  G.  Mewa,  c.ii.B.,  was  appointed  to  officiate  in  her  place. 

33.  Commendation. — My  thanks  are  due  to  all  members  of  the  staff 
who  have  ably  assisted  me  in  carrying  out  the  administration  of  this  hospital 
during  the  year  underreport. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  state  that  Dr.  P.  C.  Das,  m.b.,  our  new  1st  - 
Assistant  Superintendent,  is  a  great  asset  for  the  hospital  and  during  his 
four  months’  stay  has  already  rendered  splendid  service.  ’Dr.  Das  is  very 
sound  in  his  knowledge  of  mental  diseases  and  has  years  of  practical  experience 
to  his  credit  in  the  mental  work. 

Acknowledgments  are  also  due  to  Babu  B.  If.  Biswas,  the  head  clerk  and 
Mr.  P.  S.  Marley,  the  Steward,  for  performing  the  very  difficult  and 
.  responsible  duties  of  their  departments  with  great  ability  and  zeal. 

I  also  beg  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  Government  the  unflinching  devotion 
to  duty  of  the  first  grade  attendant  Elias  and  the  second  grade  attendant 
Patras  in  nursing  of  a  very  interesting  and  unique  case  of  benign  stupor  after 
manic  depressive  paychosis.  This  patient  was  admitted  on  8th  October 
1927  and  for  18  months  he  remained  in  bed  and  never  opened  his  mouth 
during  the  period  either  for  eating  or  talking.  He  was  fed  nasally  twice  a 
day  by  the  attendant  Elias  and  nursed  bv  the  attendant  Patras  throughout 
the  period  of  his  illness.  The  senior  Sub- Assistant  Surgeon  Dr.  K.  K.  Ghosh 
also  rendered  splendid  service  in  this  case.

(2)  The  Committee  of  Visitors. — Both  ladies  and  gentlemen  of  the 
Committee  of  Visitors  have  worked  throughout  the  period  under  report  with 
unremitting  zeal. 

The  Committee  of  Lady  Visitors  failed  twice  through  want  of  quorum  to 
hold  the  monthly  meetings  in  the  months  of  January  and  November  1928. 
The  number  of  lady  visitors  is  inadequate  as  previously  reported  by  me  and 
it  leaves '  absolutely  no  margin  for  sickness  or  other  unavoidable  cause  of 
absence.  Miss  P.  Kb  Singh,  the  only  Lady  Doctor  on  the  Ladies’  Committee, 
rendered  most  loyal  service  to  the  hospital  by  attending  all  the  meetings 
throughout  the  year  under  report. 

(3)  Managing  Committee. — The  meetings  of  the  Managing  Committee  of 
the  hospital,  the  constitution  of  which  was  mentioned  in  the  previous  year’s 
Annual  Report,  wrere  held  as  follows :

The  Committee  solved  very  satisfactorily  various  problems,  such  as 
additional  buildings,  increased  staff,  etc. 
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(4)  Congestion. —  Throughout  the  year  under  report  the  Male  Section 
of  the  hospital  remained  overcongested.

(6)  Audit. — The  annual  audit  report  of  the  hospital  was  satisfactory. 
All  the  minor  objections  were  settled  by  the  auditors  on  the  spot,  and  the 
report  mainly  dealt  with  suggestions  of  Keeping  accounts,  etc.,  on  proper 
printed  forms.  This  will  be  complied  with  when  necessary  forms  are 
received  from  the  Government  Press. 


(7)  Lectures — During  the  year  under  report  Medical  students  from  the 
Prince  of  Wales  Medical  College,  Patna,  were  sent  in  two  batches,  as  in  the 
previous  year,  for  intensive  training  in  mental  diseases,  as  required  by  the 
curriculum  of  the  Patna  University  for  the  degree  of  M.  B.  B.  S.  Lectures 
with  practical  demonstration  of  cases  were  delivered  to  the  students  five  hours 
daily  as  the  course  was  very  lengthy  and  the  period  of  training  exceedingly 
short  (fortnight  for  each  batch).  The  Medical  and  Nursing  Staff  of  the 
hospital  were  also  allowed  to  attend  these  courses. 

(8)  An  original  paper  entitled  “Encephalitis  Lethargica  ”  was  read  by 
the  Superintendent  in  one  of  the  meetings  of  the  Banchi  Medical  Society. 

An  article  entitled  the  “  Parsees  and  the  Dementia  Praecox  ”  was  also 
contributed  during  the  year  under  review  to  the  British  Medical  Journal  by 
the  Superintendent. 

(9)  As  recommended  by  the  Managing  Committee,  the  Superintendent 
was  permitted  by  the  Government  of  Bihar  and  Orissa  to  visit  the  Yeiavda 
Mental  Hospital*  in  the  Bombay  Presidency  in  December  1928,  and  a  report 
on  the  visit  was  submitted  as  required  by  the  Committee.
